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TWELVE MEN KILLED 


AND 30 ENTOMBED 


Supposed Result of Mine Disaster at Port 


Royal, Wild Scenes at Pit's Mouth 


Port Eoyal, Pa., June 11—By the ex- 


plosion of gas in shaft 2, of tha Pitts- 
burg coal and coke company's mine at 
6 o'clock last night, twelve men are 
supposed to have been killed and 30 
entombed. 


The scenes around the shaft are be- 


yond description. 
Rescuing parties 


were at work all night and were forced 
to leave this morning. 


There were three explosions. 
They occurred during the time of 


shifting the crews. 


Black damp makes rescue work im- 


possible and gives no hope of finding 
any of the missing alive. 


Sevsn years ajo there was another 


disastrous explosion in the 
mine, 


when it was necessary to fill it with 
water to quench the flarnea 


PIttsburg, Pa., June 11—A telegram 


from Port Royal this morning states 
there were 16 men entombed In the 
burning mine. 


Among the number are William Mc- 


Cune, superintendent, and W. S. Alli- 


son, foreman. 


Another relief force- was sent down 


this morning. 


West Newton, Pa.. June 11—No prac 


tical miner in this district believes 
that one of the men entombed in the 
Port Royal mine by the explosion last 
night is still alive. 


There is no fire in the mine to judge 


from appearances at the pit mouth, 
but the force of the explosion was so 
great that none bf the men. so the 
miners say, could have survived the 
shock. 


William McCune was superintendent 


of the Port Royal district, comprising 
five mines. 


He was a large "stockholder la the 


Pittsburg coal company. 


William Allison was a second cousin 


of President McKinley. 


Early this morning Harry Beveridge 


and two miners, three of the rescuing 
party that went into the mine to bring 
tout their mates entombed, were sfcnt 
to the McKeesport hospital.

Affects Eight Hundred Men 


Employed on the Road 


iTBAOKMEN WANT ADVANCE 


They Qttlt Work and Are Followed 


by Coal Heaveri— Engineers and 
Firemen May Go Out— Canadian Pa- 
cific lililo May Become Involved 


Waterville, Me., June 11.— A general 


strike of the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trackmen on the Maiue Central system 
was inaugurated yesterday afternoon 
when section bosses handed in their 
beys and declared that they v.-ere to be 
considered no longer responsible for the 
property of the company. 


Eight hundred men are effected by the 


strike. 
The brotherhood on the Maine 


Central system Is divided into three di- 
visions, Portland, Waterville and Ban- 
gor. 
John T. Hogan of Wuterville is 


chairman of the general grievance com- 
mittee, and will establish headquarters 
jn Portland. 
The men ask for an ad- 


vance of 25 cents a day. 
Mr. Hogau 


Bays that 9? percent of the men on the 
system are iu the order. It is reported 
that the other railroad orders will re- 
fuse to go upon the road until the track- 
men are replaced. 
Chairman Hogan 


has made a statement defining the posi- 
tion of the trackmen. 


The coal heavers of the Maine Cen- 


tral have joined the strikers. 
At strike 


headquarters it is claimed that all but 
three men are out between Waterville 
gnd Vanceboro, and between Water- 
ville and Brunswick. 
Reports indicate 


that the strike is general on the Maine 
Central system. 
Strikers claim that 


the engineers and firemen will decline 
to go out on the road after 5 o'clock to- 
night, unless trained men are in charge 
of the tracks. 


The latest information from the east 


gives it that the engineers of the Can- 
adian Pacific railway have served a no- 
tice that they will not run over the 
Maine Central tracks between Vance- 
boro, and Mattawamkeag after 21 hours 
have expired unless trained men are In 
charge of the tracks. 
The strikers are 


confident of winning inside of two days. 


Union Men Frozen Out 


Ansonia, Conn., June 11.— Forty-three 


non-union machinists, to take the places 
of the strikers from the Farrell Foundry 
and Machine company, were success- 
fully brought into the city at 1 o'clock 
this morning, and are now quartered 
at the company's works. " The non- 
union workmen came from New York. 
'At Shelton they were met by Sheriff 
Dunham with a posse of 30 deputies, 
end from there were run into the yards 
of the company. A crowd of some 300 
Strikers followed the deputies from here, 
and met the train at Shelton, but, except 
for hoots, there was no demonstration. 
At the Farrell company's yards an- 
other and larger crowd had gathered, 
but the debarkation was accomplished 
without violence. 
The train brought 


a number of cot beds and a large quan- 
tity of provisions and cooking utensils 
which were set up. nnd todny work at 
the shops was resumed under the new 
regime. 


Strike Fund Intact 


Toronto, June 11.— The International 


tlssociation of Machinists has decided 
to exteud financial aid to non-union men 
who went out with members of the as- 
sociation. 
President O'Connell states 


that officials are not restricted as to 
the amount non-union men shall re- 
ceive, but that in any event it will be 
sufficient to induce them to remain in 
the flslit to the end. A resolution was 
passed asking the American Federation 
of Labor to levy an assessment to pro- 
vide for the strikers. 
Regarding the 


question of finances, President O'Con- 
nell states -hat a special strike fund 
amounting to over $150,000 is still In- 
tact 


Higher Wages For Laborers 


Clinton, Jlass., June H.— The several 


hundred employes of Nawn & Brook, 
contractors on the Wachu&ett reservoir 
of the metropolitan water system, have 
been notifipd ihat commencing with 
next Monday they will receive an in- 
crease in waj?es of from $1.35 to $1.50 
per day.

Boston, Jupe 11.—Boston's new ele- 


vated road, five miles in length, was 
publicly opened for traffic to about 300,- 
000 passengers yesterday, without loss 
of life, although with two serious acci- 
dents, aud a number of minor mishaps.

full. 
The time schedule in the morning 


went to pieces badly, and while recovery 
was made in the middle of the day, tha 
delays when people were homeward 
bound w?re frightful.

FIVE THOUSAND DELEGATES 


Are Expected to Participate la tbe 


Proceedings, Those From Australia 
and Japan Having Already Arrived 
—Exhibit of Association's Work 


Boston, June 11.—Streaming into Bos- 


ton from nearly every quarter of the 
globe- have come delegates to the semi- 
rentennial and international 
jubilee 


convention of the Young Men's Christian 
association of North America. 


Practically every civilized country ia 


the 
world was represented today 


when the convention was called to or- 
der in the big exhibition hall of the Me- 
chanics' building, and it is expected 
that there will be 5000 delegates from 
the different associations in attendance 
during the six days the convention is in 
session. 


Those who have reached 
the city 


scarcely paused to shake the dnst of 
travel from their clothes before appear- 
ing at the headquarters at Mechanics' 
building, where a large force of officials 
was ready to assign suitable boarding 
places and attended to other needs of the 
visitors. 


Not a delegate left the building with- 


out a most careful and thorough Inspec- 
tion of the great jubilee exhibit in one 
of the large hails of the building. This 
consists of photographs of Y. M. C. A. 
camps, athletic teams, gymnasiums and 
diagrams of work done In Bible study, 
sent by 200 city associations, 40 rail- 
road, 55 student, 15 colored, 10 army and 
navy associations, and 40 boys' depart- 
ments, as well as 10 associations in 
foreign lands, whose work Is fostered 
and modelled after the work in America. 
Awards of merit, consisting of blue rib- 
bons and red ribbons, for first and sec- 
ond prizes, had been distributed among 
the different classes of exhibits. 


The exhibit contains material from all 


kinds of associations, in all departments 
of activity. 
It was designed to graph- 


ically present the history of the move- 
ment in the American associations for 
the past 50 years. 
Naturally the bulk 


of the material,is historical, showing 
evolution, progress and development. 


Aside from this, there was material 


showing the nature and extent of work 
done in the most Important Bible study 
and religious work activities; the prac- 
tical educational work in its numerous 
phases of library, reading room literary 
societies, educational clubs, lectures and 
valuable class work; the important 
physical work and all that stands for 
symmetrical body building and clean 
sport; the social work, employment 
bureau, women's auxiliary, 
and the 


newly appreciated and vastly important 
work for boys. 


The exhibition, it is believed, will 


prove one of the leading features of the 
convention. 


The first of the delegates to arrive 


were those from the most distant climes, 
one partyfroni Adelaide, Aus., and an- 
other from Japan getting in yesterday. 
Nearly all the arriving delegates were 
met at the station by committees, and, 
after visiting Mechanics' hall, began a 
sight-seeing tour of the city. Nearly all 
the places of interest, especially those 
of an historic nature, in which Boston 
abounds, wore thrown opeu to the vis- 
itors, while on the Public Gardens there 
was a special floral display for their 
benefit.

THE KILLING OF MOSHER 


As Described to Counsel by 


. .William Hands 


GEAFFAM IS A MUKDEBER 


If the Statement of His Alleged Ac- 


complice Is True—Will Tell Jury 
All lie Knows About the Matter- 
Mother of the Victim Testifies 


Portland, Me., June 11.—What prom- 


ises to be one of the mosi interesting 
legal battles in recent years began in 
the superior court here when Edward 
Graffam was placed on trial for tha 
murder of Clifford Mosher in Gorham on 
the evening of Jan. 12,1901. 


The entire forenoon session was oc- 


cupied In securing a jury and active 
proceedings in the trial began at 3 
o'clock in the afternoon, when County 
Attorney Whitehouse opened the caso 
for the government. 


The county attorney gave an account 


of the movements of the two men, as 
told by the negro, William Hands, to 
his counsel. This is different from any 
account ever published, aud 13 to tuu 
effect that when Hands accompanied 
Graffain to the Mosher place he was in 
ignorance of the latter's real motive. 
When the two arrived there, Hands 
says, Graffam went to the door and 
knocked, and, returning to Hands, told 
him that there was no one at home but 
an old lady, and proposed that they go 
in and get her money. 
Hands refused 


to have anything to do with the matter, 
whereupon Graffam went around back 
of the buildings alone. Hands says he 
heard a crashing noise inside the house, 
and, going to investigate, found 
the 


window at which Graffam entered. 


The latter came out, and, putting a 


stick in the negro's hands, ordered him 
to go In and Kill the old lady. Hands 
entered, and, breaking In to the room 
where Mrs. Mosher was hiding, de- 
manded that she give up her money. On 
telling him she that had none, he left 
her and went out, telling Graffam ho 
had killed her. 
Graffam sent him back 


to make sure of his work, and soon after- 
ward the two left the place. 
Before 


arriving at Portland, Graffarn gave / 
Hands a roll of bills, a watch and a 
razor, and told him to go away and not 
bother him any more. 


The attorney then stated that, with- 


out promise of benefit from the state, 
Hands would take the stand and tell 
the jury all he knew about the caso 
from first to last, and would prove that 
Edward Graffam was present at the 
Mosher farm house that night, and that 
he murdered Clifford Mosher. 


The first Witness was Mrs. Martha F. 


Mosher, mother of the murdered man. 
She told the story of the terrible af- 
fair in detail. 
Her testimony was to 


the effect that when the window was 
burst in two men jumped into the room. 
The shock overturned the table, aud 
The lamp feil to the floor. The tallei 
man of the two at ouce attacked Clifford, 
while the other knocked Mrs. Mosher 
to the floor by a blow over the head. 
Mrs. Mosher reached out to turn down 
the lamp, crying as she did so, "Do you 
vant to kill me?" The answer was an- 
other blow, after which she remained 
silent. She described the fight between 
Clifford atui the intruders. 


In telling of her walk through the 


snow to the house of Freeman Richard- 
son, she broke down and cried bitterly 
for a few moments. She said: 
"I did 


not know as I would have strength to 
roach tba house, as I fell several times 
in the snow, and was forced to lie and 
rest myself each time. But these words 
came to me, 'Be not dismayed, I am thy 
God, I will keep thee. I will strengthen 
theo." and I finally reached the house." 


On cross-examination by Attorney 


True, Mrs. Mosher said that during hay- 
ing time for several years extra men 
have been employed at the Mosher place, 
and during Ihe term of their employment 
had lived as members of the family. 
Her testimony throughout was very 
dramatic, and created something of a 
•ensatiou.

BNDIHQ THE WAR 


That is pretty talk that comes from 
Germany relative to the Hague court 
Jaking upon itself the settlement of 
the South African tear.

Nobody has asked for Ger- 
anan's good offices and nobody will get 
jtbem If to give them would threaten 
German peace. This is, in effect, "Vori 
•Buelow's attitude, and is the attitude 
all the powers will take. That war in 
South Africa will die a natural death 
before any power interferes. 


THAT SUBWAY MATTER 


Rarely have the questions involved 


In a, proposed measure been so befog- 
ged by an irrelevant sh'out for "prin- 
ciple" as the questions involved in 
the Boston subway bill by the cry for 
referendum. 
The referendum is 
a 


method of government that must not 
be 
disparaged 
and 
must 
be 


treasured and its sciJpe enlarged. But 
It is a method that has its limitations, 
like all other methods. The principle 
underneath it is the referring to the 
people for their decision something 
that contains a new or unusual de- 
parture, or the question of a right or 
privilege, which the representatives of 
the pooplef 
in 
this 
representative 


form of government do not feel justi- 
fied in. deciding without having an ex- 
pression of the popular will. However 
It is not suitable or practicable in all 
case's, and we believe the Boston sub- 
way question to be one in which the 
referendum could be of very little use, 
probably of no use whatever. 


The question agitating Boston, and 


Into'which Governor Crane has so pre 


tcipitous-ly 
and 
indiscreetly 
thrown 


himself, is the question of a subway 
•under Washington street, 
the 
main 


'thoroughfare of the city. When this 
subway was proposed it was thought 
that the city of Boston itself Would 
build it and lease it to the Bos-ton 
«ievated railroad company. The rail- 
road company had no desire to build 
the subway, and today does not care 
by whom it is built so long as the 
work is done. 
What 
the railroad 


wants is the use of the subway. But 
the city of Boston has showed no in- 
clination to build. 
The city govern- 


ment, mayor and all, were opposed to 
Shouldering' the immense debt that 
would be necessary to such an under- 
taking^ over 
$6,500,000 at the lowest 


figure. 
This reluctance of the city 


government being made known, the 
Boston elevated railroad proposed to 
build the subway itself rather 
than 


have its building deferred indefinitely. 
Such a proposition, of course, would 
meet with opposition, wise or unwise. 
Opposition developed, and the result 
of the whole preliminaiy skirmishing 
was two bills introduced in the legis- 
lature, identical in thPir provisions 
excepting that one provided .the city 
Biiould bulid the subway and the oihor 
provided the elevated railroad should. 
The committee of the house of repre- 
sentatives, having taking everything 
into consideration, the city goyern- 
nient's 
attitude as well 
as 
other 


things, reported the measure provid- 
ing tha railroad should build the sub- 
way, and the house, by a vote of al- 
most 4 to 1, passed the measure, vot- 
ing 
down 
the 
referendum 
amend- 


ments. 
It 
was 
clearly 
under- 


etood 
In , the

move to kill the subway plan by those 
•who wanted to force the building of 
the subway by the city. After the de-

in a manner quite unprecedented and 
informed the senate that it might just 
as well save itself the trouble of doing 
its duty as it saw lit, for ho would 
veto the bill if it had not the referen- 
dum in it and that he would not) say 
he would sign it even if it had the 
referendum. 
Yesterday the 
house 


committee voted, 9 to 2, to disregard 
the governor's unwarranted interfer- 
ence. 


Interest attaches to the provisions 


of the bill. As we have stated, the 
bill so far favored is practically iden- 
tical with the bill providing that the 
city of Boston build the subway. The 
railroad tbill commits the company to 
build the subway under the absolute 
supervision tif the rapid transit com- 
missioner, thus putting the work en- 
tirely out of the direct .control of the 
road. It is to be built as the Massa- 
chusetts railroad commissioners shall 
declare. Nothing but native American 
labor is to be employed in the build- 
ing of It. The rate of wages and 
length of work day are to be 
the 


same as those for men employed by 
the city of Boston, $2 for an eight- 
hour day. The railroad is to pay all 
cost, no matter how much or for what, 
is to have exclusive use of the sub- 
way for 40 years and at the aspiration 
of that period is to turn the subway 
over to the city without a penny, and, 
in addition, binds itself to vacate its 
lease of the other subway three years 
after 
the new subway's completion, 


provided the railroad commissioner's 
determine the public 
good 
requires 


this. 


NOw, it will naturally 
be asked, 


what is in dispute? Nothing but the 
length of the tenure, 40 years. It is 
not seriously said in any quarter that 
the subway should not be constructed. 
Neither is it said that it matters a 
pin's point who Constructs it all other 
things being equal, yet it is actually 
on this question that the trouble hin- 
ges. 
The referendum advocates 
are 


the city-building advocates, for they 
want the work done by the city, and 
for obvious reasons. If that were not 
so all things J>ut the length of tenure 
wouid sink Out of sight. However, for 
appearances sake the argument 
is 


made on the tenure, it being held that 
40 years is too long. Thg present sub- 
way is leased to the railroad at a 
rental of 4% per cent on the subway's 
cost. It is estimated, the lowest esti- 
mate, that the new subway will cost 
$6,500,000. The city, it is held, can bor- 
row this money at 3 per cent. To 
borrow this money at this rate and 
build the subway, and then to lease 
the subway at 4% per cent, the rate in 
the lease of the present subway, it is 
figured that the city would be earning 
enough to pay the total cost of the 
work in 35 years. Here lies the only 
real difference. The anti-railroad and 
referendum men, figuring on the low- 
est estimated cost, which is sure to be 
exceeded, declare the tenure should be 
about 35 years instead of 40. But while 
this is the only difference, no one 
proposes to bare the referendum on 
this point. 
Representative Saunders, 


the referendum leader, proposes that 
the question to submit to the people is 
the question whether the subway shall 
be built by the city 'or the railroad. 
Such a question though as good as any 
that can be framed, really submits 
nothing vital to the popular vote. Now, 
see how silly it is for anyone under the 
circumstance to propose the referen- 


dum. 
Governor Crane may propose it 


for politics, and others may propose it 
for having the "pull" in the matter go 
through the city officials, but for any 
other reason it is absurd. The refer- 
endum proposition is simply and pure- 
ly a proposition to kill the railroad 
bill, based on the belief that a ma- 
jority of the people Of Boston would 
vote against it. 
And this belief is 


based on the knowledge that no single, 
concrete, vital question can be sub- 
mitted to the people, but that a dozen 
propositions rolled in one Would go 
before them, giving each votetr a 
dozen reasons to object, which is by 
no 
means an 
honest referendum. 


Much talk has been heard about sub- 
mitting to the people the question of 
disposing of a valuable franchise in 
their streets, but no one proposed to 
submit this question to them. It is 
asumed by both parties to the con- 
test that the subway should be built 
and be used by the elevated railroad 
company. The people are not to be 
consulted regarding this, the funda- 
mental question. 


1C must be clear to every thought- 


ful person that this is not a matter 
that can be intelligently handled by 
refeiendurn. To submit its important 
•points to a popular vole would result 
in a maze of voting out of which the 
most learned mathematicians could not 
calculate the people's will. To Illus- 
trate, it would be only fair to submit 
all of the following questions to the 
people: 


Shall the subway be built? 
Shall it be built by the city? 
Shall it be built by the elevated rail- 


road? 


Shall It be leased to the elevated 


railroad when completed? 


Shall the rental be 4% per cent of 


the cost? 


If the railroad builds the subway, 


ehall it 
be allowed 
a 
tenure of 40 


years? 


If not a tenure of 40 years, what 


length of tenure shall be allowed? 


No one of these questions, nor nny 


two of them, would cover the import- 


ant points in the matter. And it is 
more than possible that a majority 
vote would declare for the city build- 
Ing the subway at its own expense and 
giving it free to the railroad for a 
term of about 25 years, 
for 
many 


voters would do no more than register 
their will on these two points 


Is it not utter folly to suggest refer- 


endum in this affair?

ther President. 


The story of "The Dashing Kate Chase 


and Her Great Ambition" is told by Wil- 
liam Perrine in Tho Ladies Home Jour- 
nal. Born in 1840, she early began to es- 
\ hibit a masterful spirit, to study politics 
't and to dream of the possibilities in store 


for her when her father, Salmon P. 
Chase, was proposed as a candidate for 
tho presidency ia 1856 and again in 1860. 
When he was called to a cabinet posi- 
tion, he had beea married three times, 
and it was whispered that he was about 
to make a certain lady his fourth wife. 
But the resolute'Kate had made up hei 
mind that no one should step in between 
her and her father, and one day when the 
lady called she was made so keenly to 
feel that she was an intruder that tlip 
budding romance 
was 
blighted, 
and 


Chase remained a widower. 


Even after Kate's brilliant marriage to 


Senator William Spragne of Rhode Is 
land she still cherished'the ambition to 
see her father installed in the White 
House and was most gracious to those 
who were likely to be influential in help- 
ing her to advance his interests. When 
ha was appointed chief justice, she saw 
in it only a scheme to head off his presi- 
dential aspirations forever and said, hall 
jocosely, half reproachfully, to Senator 
Sumner, who had voted for the appoint- 
ment: "And you, too, Mr. Charles Sum- 
ner, 
in this business of shelving papa! 


But never mind. I will defeat you all!" 


In 1888 she nearly succeeded in getting 


the Democratic national convention to 
carry out her wishes. It was in session 
in Tammany hall. New York city, and 
she kopt lu communication with It by 
messengers, waiting anxiously for tho 
moment when it was believed her father 
would carry all by storm. On the fourth 
dny thp moment seemed to have arrivsil, 
nnd her heart leaped with joy. But the 
expected stampede did not come, and tho 
impatient daughter was almost moved to 
go herself to Tammany hall.

who observed that if she could havo gano 
Among tho delegates on tho floor she 
might have been able at the crucial point 
to have swung the convention to the chief 
justice.

the Tree, It* Peculiar Growth, It» 


Crop and Its Flower*. 


In planting cocoauut groves such nuts 


as are wanted for planting: are gathered 
into heaps or placed under sheVi, where 
they arc allowed to remain until the 
gprout shows itself through the husk. 
When planted in regular order, holes 
about tiire* fest deep and from 15 to 30 
feet apartjire dug. In the holo the nut is 
placed witu care and covered with about 
one foot of soil. The hoie is filled grad- 
ually as tbe sprout grows until it reaches 
tlie surface, when it is left to itself, re- 
quiring ao further attention. 


Should the piaco where the coeoanut i? 


planted be auy great distance from the 
seashores a quantity of salt is sometimes 
placed in the hole, and sometimes scraps 
of old Iron, as, being strictly a salt water 
loving tree, it will thrive but a short dis- 
tance from the seashore, nearness to salt 
water being absolutely essential to ita 
welfare, la fact, it IB said no magnet is 
truer to the pole than are the roots of the 
cccoanut tree to the ocean, for when the 
root breaks through the husk it points 
directly toward the sea, no matter in 
what position the nut is placed in tho 
ground. 


Boring its way downward, the root 


fastens itself so deeply and firmly in the 
ground that no tornaclo, no matter how 
severe, has ever been known to wrench it 
from its moorings. But the hurricanes so 
frequent in tbe tropics vrill often twist 
the trunks and carry the broken portions 
a ions distance, thus ending- that cocoa- 
nut palm, as it will not sprout a second 
time. 


Could you examine a cocoannt when in 


the process of sprouting you would find 
directly beneath the sprouting eye a 
small, white mushroom shaped kernel, 
and In this little germ lies tbe life of tha 
future tree. Shut up in its prisonliko 
shell, aud the shell surrounded by many 
inches of thick, tough and tangled fiber, 
fcow is Jt to work its way out and perform 
the duty assigned to it, for it is apparent- 
ly soft and tender as a baby's hand? 


Soon its tiny fingers begin boring their 


way out of the weakest eye; then, rend- 
ing the tongh, woody fiber right and left, 
it forces itself to the surface and com- 
mences the campaign of life, sending its 
shoot upward to form the tree and down- 
ward to form the roots, still clinging to 
its parent for support, nntil the entire 
inside of its shell is filled with a round, 
ball-like substance that is formed by the 
congealed milk of the coeoanut. 


From it the roots, fast forming, re- 


ceive their staff of life until the mother 
coke becomes eshansted and, having fnl- 
fiiied her mission, is deserted by her off- 
spring and left a useless mass of fiber. 


On goes the tree, sending deep into the 


ground its roots and high into the air it3 
trunk until after a lapse of from five to 
eight years it has attained a height of 
from 40 to 60 feet and then pays tribute 
to Mother Earth by bearing its first fruit 
and under favorable circumstances con- 
tinuing to yield for more than half a cen- 
tury. giving its owner from 100 to 200 
marketable nets a year. 


Through the center of the trunk of the 


cocoannt tree is a soft, fibrous heart 
whfck famishes the life of the tree and 
acts as a great pump in forcing to tiia 
outs the immense quantity of water re- 
quired to fill them. This fibrous heart 
has a wonderful filtering power, for no 
matter in what location the tree may be 
growing, either upon the bench or in the 
malarial swamps near the pools of stag- 
nant water, when nature has done her 
work she deposits in the cocoannt a spar- 
kling liquid as clear as crystal and as cool 
as if drawn from the deepest well in our 
northern yards. Having no particnlai 
season for fruiting, but bearing all the 
year round, blossoms, ripe and green fruit 
may be fonnd'on the same tree. 


The blossom of the cocoannt is a most 


beautiful and peculiar work of nature's 
art. Appearing at the base of the long, 
ragged leaves is a gourdlika sheath, green 
in cJor and standing erect until its own 
weight causes it to bend downward, 
where ft hangs until the seams it in- 
closes, which are to bear and sustain the 
nuts, are sufficiently matured to proceed 
on their journey without protection. 
When this outer covering splits open, it 
raveals a cluster of ragged stems, upon 
each of which yon will find miniature co- 
coanats, requiring about 14 months to 
ripen.

CHARLES AND ELLEN KEAN. 


A«t»r'» Quaint Attir* 


*nd HU Wife's Ample tlcoi>»kiri«. 
Clura Morris, hi an article on Mr. and 


Mrs. 
Charles Kean in MeClure's Maga- 


zine, gives a dalightful description of the 
old couple off tb4 stage. "Eileii and Charles 
were like a pair of old, o!d love birds 
— a IHtle dull of eye, nor quite perfect in 
the preening of their somewhat rumpled 
plumage, but billing and cooing with all 
the persisiency and satisfaction of their 
first cagiujj. Their appearance upon the 
street provoked amupemei't, honietimes 
*ven excitement. I often saw drivers of 
drays iiud wagons, pal! up their horses 
and stop in the crowded streets to staro 
at them as they made their way toward 
the theater. 


"Mrs. Kcan lived inside the most as- 


tounding hoop that vrouinu ever carried. 
Its size, its weight, its tilting power were 
awful. Entrances bud to be cleim'd of all 
chairs or tables to accommodate Mrs. 
Kean's huop. Teople scrambled or slid 
sideways about her on the stage, swear- 
ing mentally all the time, while a sudden 
gasp from the front row or a groixn from 
Mr. Oathcart announced a tilt cud a reve- 
lation of heelless slippers and dead white 
stockings. 


"And 
in spite of his dignity Charles 


was not above a jo\'.c on Ellen's toop, for 
one rainy day as sha strove to enter a 
carriage door she stuck fast, and the hoop 
— mercy! It was well Mr, Kean was 
th&re to hold it down and, as a troubled 
voice from within said, 'I'm caught some- 
how; 
don't you see, Charles?' with a 


twinkling eye Charles replied, 'Yes, El- 
len, my dear, I do gee, nnd — and I'm try- 
ing to keep every ooe else from seeing, 
too!' a speech versing so closely npon im- 
propriety that, with antique coquetry, 
Mrs. Kean punished him by tweaking his 
ear when he squeezed in beside her. 


"The Kean bonnet was the wonder of 


the town. It was a large coal scuttle of 
white lejyhorn, and at the back there waa 
a sort of flounce of ribbon which she call- 
ed her 'bonnet cape.' Draped over it she 
wore a bright green barege veil. 
But 


she was not half so funny as was her hus- 
band oa the street. His short little per- 
son was buttoned tip tightly in a regular 
bottle green 'Slantanni' sort of overcoat 
loaded with frogs of heavy cord and

UNCANNY BET BY GIANTS. 


Wager of Cue Hundred Dollar* Mudo 


as to Wcisrht of Their Skeleton*. 


• The most remarkable and uncanny 
bet eve? recorded -was made at Findlay, 
O., a few days ago and drawn UB»by 
attorneys In shipshape order, says the 
Chicago Inter Ocean. It concerns tho 
•weight of the bones of two men, the 
bet of $100 to be taken from their es- 
tates at death and paid to the home and 
hospital, a Findlay institution. 


The men making this wager are two 


of the best known oil men ia this field. 
Both are giants in stature, John Steiner, 
measuring C feet 6 inches ia his stock- 
Ings, and weighing 346 pounds, and 
Bert Bowlby, measuring 6 feet 3 inches 
and weighing 230 pounds. The decided 
discrepancy in their weight and ap- 
pearance led to a heated discussion the 
other night In a Findlay cafe. 


Bowlby contended that although Stei- 


ner weighed much more than he, yet 
his bones were heavier than Steiner's. 
To make his assertion good he counted 
out a roll of bills on the table (§100 In 
alD that his skeleton was heavier than 
Steiner's. The hatter covered it at once. 
It was then that the agreement waa 
duly drawn up and signed. 


Bowlby is a noted athlete, having 


stood before Kid McCoy for five rounds 
a few years ago at Springfield, 0. Stei- 
ner comes from a family of giants 
dwelling near Bluffiton, O. The men 
are much in earnest about their wager 
and, it is likely, will donate their bodies 
to some medical Institution that the 
skeletons may be carefully weighed. 


The only trouble is neither will ever 


know which one has won the bet- 


ana a i~_. as i am. They need it more 
than I do, and it fs no more than just 
to them that I shoti5d give It to them. 


"I figure tlje whole thing out in this 


manner: My business is always dull In 
summer.

My men will aave o, chance to enjoy 
themselves without interfering with 
business cares, my horses will have a 
good rest, and we will all be ready to 
get in and hustle when playtime Is 
over. K the experiment proves suc- 
cessful, and I hope it will, I propose to 
pursue the same course next year and 
each year in the future. 


"Does anybody else do this? I don't

NO OIL POOL IN THE GULF. 


GOLD FROM RIVER SAND. 


Succeesful Working ot n. New Process 


Iu Idaho. 


For the last 40 years miners have 


been endeavoring to discover some 
practical method by which the fine 
gold which exists in paying quantities 
in the sand along the Snake river in 
Idaho might be saved. There is almost 
an inexhaustible quantity of this gold 
bearing sand, the bottom laud along the 
river varying from a few hundred feet 
to four miles In width and the rich 
sand running in depth from 10 to 40 
feet and extending for at least 30 miles 
up and down the river. 


A Robert Lilly a month or two ago 


put In a small plant and is now taking 
out §50 to $60 a day at an expense of 
about $25, says a Sioux Falls (S. D.) 
dispatch to the Mew York Post In a 
short time he expects to quadruple his 
capacity without increasing the operat- 
ing expenses, except as to fuel. 
At 


present he raises the gold bearing sand 
with an eight inch centrifugal, from 
which the lighter part floats away and 
the heavier part, which passes through 
burlap, is worked with a hand rocker. 
If Mr. Lilly's process proves to be the 
success anticipated, a stampede of gold 
seekers to that region will occur before 
the summer is over. 


"Sea Ooze" OS T«SKS Has Fooled 


Many Navigators. 


The story of the existence of an oil 


pool in the gulf of Mexico off the coast 
of Texas, immediately south of the 
Beaumont oilfields, which has long 
been told by marines and repeated 
with avidity since the discovery of oil 
near Beaumont, has been exploded, 
says an Austin (Tes.) dispatch,to the 
New York Sun. One of the first batch 
of the corpa of engineers and geologists 
sent ont by the University of Texas 
under the law passed by the legislature 
Et its last session, authorizing a miner- 
al survey of the state, has thoroughly 
Investigated this so called oil pool. 
They,have just completed their work, 
BO far as this pool is concerned. 


Dr. W. B. Phillips, professor of field 


geology of the university, who is at the 
head of the state mineral survey, re- 
cently received several cans of the al- 
leged oil which was taken from this 
gulf pool. It took but a casual investi- 
gation to determine that the substance 
which has been taken for oil is nothing 
more than sea ooze, which comes from 
the decomposition of animal matter 
found in the bottom of the gulf under 
the pool. This ooze when stirred rises 
to the surface and has the effect of 
quieting the waves the same as oil. 
This pool is now just west of Sabine 
jetty. It has moved more than eight 
miles within the past few years. 
It 


covers an area of about five square 
miles. 


The character of this ooze examined 


by Dr. Phillips shows conclusively that 
the so called oil of this pool has no 
connection with the oilfield of Beau- 
mont. 
The party under direction of 


Dr. Phillips will investigate the oil 
wells in the Beaumont field, with the 
view of determining the origte* of the 
product, whether it is of marine or oth- 
er origin. It will be several weeks be- 
fore this branch o* the work is com- 
pleted.

' The gigbt of rest quantities of coin ha» 
« Bti&iftfctUg influence on human wits, to 
each an extent that Uncle Sam is kept 
busy "coppering" efforts of geniuses to 
"do" the various minti. 
Some of the 


Bch«tnes derised are so smooth that the 
government officials are unwilling for 
their nature to be divulged, at least until 
the law Bfl« been twisted Into shape to fit 
the new fora of theft. Time and again 
methods hire been erolved for which no 
legal antidote is discoverable and which 
can only be puisbed by dismissal, not by 
criminal prosecution. One of the latter 
types was recently worked on a western 
mint, according to the report_of a late ar- 
rival via the Southern Pacific, tt waa 
this way: foe gold is rolled into strips 
(rom ingots In the rolling room and care- 
fully weighed out again. The 'In" and 
"out" figures should tally; so they did 
until recently, when a sadden daily def- 
icit appeared. Bach evening there was 
a loss of $10 or $20, and the director of 
the mint grew hot in the collar. A per- 
sonal search was made of every on* leav- 
ing the room, bat the shortage continued.

coinage department smell ed a rat, a real 
rat, which had fallen a *>ctiTO to the Jaws 
of a deadfall daring the night. Although 
it was still early in the day, the rat as- 
serted itself until it dawned upon the in- 
spector that decomposition had progress- 
ed with remarkable rapidity for a one 
day corpse.

Araba Believe tie Ckestnnt Is Che' 


Strongest and Swiftest. 


Whether or not a horse's color ia an 


indication of his breeding and powers of 
endurance is a much disputed question. 
The color theory doubtless originated 
among the Arabs, for centuries famous 
as horsemen. Its exponents say that it is 
the result of constant observation and 
long study, but many competent horse- 
men deride it as a superstition. 


Be this as it may, the chestnut 4s the 


Arab idea of perfection. In this connec- 
tion it is significant that the majority of 
successful race horses have been chestnut 
in color. Chestnuts also seem to have 
carried off tie greatest number of honors 
in the show ring. The Arabs, like the 
dictionary, make bit little distinction be- 
tween the chestnut and the bay and con- 
siders the latter color about as desirable 
as the former. 
The dictionary defines 


bay as a shade of chestnut. 


Horses of a rich seal brown are good 


to look upon, but among the Arabs rarely 
fetch a large price, as they are considered 
lacking in hardihood, prone to sickness, 
with little or no endurance. Roan horses 
are by many regarded as very hardy, but 
all horsemen do not concur in this opin- 
ion, and, as the race horse trainers ex- 
press it, the roan color indicates a cold 
cross somewhere in the breeding. 


The black horse ia, in the American 


mind, suggestive of the funeral, which 
possibly accounts for some of the prej- 
udice against it 
A black hors* is a 


nightmare to bis groom, for his coat 
shows the slightest speck of dust or dirt, 
and a little gust of wind often spoils 
hours of hard grooming. When a black 
horse has been exposed to the sun and 
weather for some days, his coat fades to 
a rusty, washed out color. 


White horses always suggest the circus. 


Their coats are even more difficult to 
keep clean than a black horse's and are 
seldom in presentable condition. 
It ia 


most disagreeable to drive behind a gray 
or white horse daring shedding time. 
Then one's clothing is sure to be covered 
With clinging hairs that are very notice- 
able. 
, 


Piebald and skewbald horses attract 


too much attention to the rider or driver 
to be considered quite the thing and, like 
the white horse, remind one of tho saw- 
dust ring. 
A mixed coat is a pretty 


strong indication of low breeding. 


There ia an ancient tale of a band of 


Arabs being pursued by their enemies 
which sums, ap their theory about a 
horse's color. 
Among the fleeing band 


was a man with unusually keen eyesight, 
and from time to time he would describe 
to hi? leader the horses ridden by the 
enemy. 


"What reaianer of horses do they ride?"

At the noon halt the leader again ask- 


ed. "What manner of horse do they ride 
now?" 


"Bay horses." 
"Then we must ride harder."

expelled by the Congregational church 
council at Grtnnell, la., Is long. He ac- 
quits the council of any ulterior or un- 
fair motives. He makes no defense 
and Is willing the blame should rost 
where it is, says the New York World. 
He Insinuates that the charges made hi 
the divorce court at Algona were mere- 
ly a necessary legal fiction. He de- 
clares that he did not desert his chil- 
dren and professes the greatest love for 
them. 


The marriage-relation. Professor Her- 


ton pronounces a tyranny and a slave 
bond. He takes a parting shot at the 
council by saying that he would rather 
be the worst that has been charged 
against him than sit in the seat of one 
of his judges in this tribunal. 


Professor Herron makes au Impas- 


sioned defense of Miss Carrie Rand, 
who is now Mrs. Herron. He says that 
anything sh« has done has been in- 
spired by him and that were it not for 
her he would not live. He says that 
all they ask is to be permitted to live 
in some parr of the earth in peace. 


"It Is said and assumed," Professor 


Herron writes, "that the separation in 
question was obtained in order that 
there might be a marriage between 
Miss Rand and myself. 80 far as I 
am concerned, and so far as the mere 
matter of marriage is concerned, that 
la not true, for the causes that led to 
this crisis existed long before I knew 
Miss Rand. On the other hand, it is 
true that the comradeship between 
Miss Rand and myself entered into this 
crisis. For years she has lived a life 
of selfless devotion to all that is good, 
as well as to every work and obliga- 
tion of my life, giving everything and 
asking nothing. 


"So true is this, on the mere economic 


elde, that instead of the reputed wealth 
of public prints she would come to me 
practically without money, her inherit- 
ance from her father pledged away for 
her lifetime and she dependent upon 
her mother for bread. Again, the 
world has ruthlessly taken away her 
good name—the good name of one as 
innocent as the babe born last night— 
and this has been done by that part of 
the world where you of this council 
live, upon whose college campus -she 
has left a part of her inheritance and 
seven years of beautiful service. 


"Yet not because of any or all of this 


would I take this step, but because 
when publicly placed in a position 
where I must either affirm or deny the 
unity of my life with hers or else evade 
the interrogation I can be truthful to 
the world in no other way than by es- 
tablishing the fact of this unity. 


"After this storm of savage and 


senseless wrong has broken upon her, 
after the world has taken everything it 
values from her, after all she has given 
and lost, after she has been the source 
and iaspirer of so much of such work 
as I hare done, after I have lived for 
60 many years because she has lived 
also, for me to leave her to face the 
world alone or to wait an hour after 
she would permit me to announce, her 
to men as my wife, would be for me to 
commit spiritual suicide and to try to 
deceive the world in order to win for 
myself some place or work in it or 
some fragment of faith from it 


"If this confession of life is evil to 


you and to all the world, then let it 
be evil; If to any one on the earth it is 
good, to that one let it be good. If free 
and truthful living be the final outcome 
of things, then the outcome will vindi- 
cate us." 


Referring to his family, Professor 


Herron says:

ing Building of the Wel- 


lington Begins 


Tomorrow 


CONTRACTORS SUE THE OWftiA 


Delays in Completion of Building and 


Ferfeit Money Amounting io Over 


$5000 the Point at Issue. 


Will Be Long Case 


The history of the building of the 


Wellington hotel is to be gone into in 
detail in the suit o fPorter &Hannum, 
the contractors who built the house, 
against Patrick J. Boland, its Owner, 
which is to be begun before Judge C. 
T. Fhelps as auditor tomorrow. Por- 
ter & Hannum had brought suit for 
between $5,000 and $6,000, which they 
claim is flue them for the building of 
the hotel, but which has been with- 
held. The claim of the defendant is 
that tlils amount was deducted from 
the contract -»rice as damages for the 
failure of the Contractors to complete 
the building in contract tltrie. 


There was in the contract a forfeit 


of 550 a day for the failure of the con- 
tractors to complete the house by a 
certain date, and it is this clause 
ov?r which the case will be fought for 
the 
most part, although there are 


many minor details which -will come 
up in connection with the case. 


The question 'of law will come up 


whether with a penalty attached for 
failure to complete a contract, this 
penalty can be imposed under certain 
conditions. It will be claimed by the 
plaintiffs that they were prevented 
from completing the work on contract 
time by the extra work which was 
added after the contracts were aligned, 
and also by the acts 'of other agents 
of the defendant during the course of 
the construction of-the building. 


The original contract called for Its 


completion by April 15, 1899, After 
work was begun the plan for the build 
ing was changed by adding two stories 
When this was done, a provision was 
madf that the building should not be 
completed till July 15. After this the 
bakeshop -was added, and other minor 
changes made 
The hotel was not 


finally completed till October of 1899. 


The contractors claim that i in view 


of these changes and additions the 
terms of the original contract 
pro- 


viding a penalty of $50 a day for the 
non-completion of the building can- 
not be deducted from the 
contract 


price. They also claim that their work 
was interfered with by other contrac- 
tors on the building and in the super- 
vision of the work, so that delays were 
caused for which they were not re- 
sponsible. 


It is anticipated by those involved 


that the hearing of the case will be an 
extremely protracted one. The suit 
was brought in the superior c'ourt, by 
which, with the consent of both sides. 
Judge Phelps was appointed as audi- 
tor to hear and report on the facts in 
the case. Lawyer Couch of this city 
and Wood of Pittsfleld appear for the 
plaintiff, and Lawyers Ashe of this 
city and Crosby & Noxon of Pittsfield 
appear for the defendant. The case 
will probably be heard in the district 
court room.
